Where is the Land of Tourists and 
Holiday-Seekers? 


E STONIA is the Land for Tourists and Holiday- 
seekers. Estonia has long since been re¬ 
cognized as one of the best European sum¬ 
mer resorts. Every summer lens of thousands 
of foreigners from different parts of the world 
seek rest and recreation in Estonian fine seaside 
resorts and healthful forests, where the natural 
beauty is excellent. This sublime tranquillity 
brings renewed vigour to body and soul. And 
by the currency Estonia is the cheapest country 
in the world for tourists to spend their summer 
holidays. 

The most popular seaside resorts in Estonia 
are: Narva-]oesuu, Parnu, Haapsalu, Kuresaare, 
and other places. The old historical towns in 
Estonia are also of deep interest, such as Narva, 
Tallinn, Tartu and others. 
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Narva. 

Narva is a historical city; it stands on the Narva 
river, which flows from Lake Peipsi or Chudskoye, and 
enters the Gulf of Finland in Narva Bay, 15 kilometres 
below the town. Pop. 26,500. 

The town was founded In the 13th century by Danes. 
The year of the foundation Is not exactly known, but 
it may be In 1256 or 1223. Narva changed hands between 
the Teutonic knights, Danes, Swedes and Russians until 
It was taken by the Estonians on January 19th, 1919. 

The period of the Swedish rule over Narva and all 
Estonia was known as the Golden Time for the 
people of this nation. 

Narva was ruled by the Danes from 1256 up to 1347, 
by the German knights — 1347—1581, by the Russians 
{the first Russian period) — 1558—1581, by the Swedes 
(the Golden Period) — 1581 — 1704 (123 years), by the 
Russians (the second Russian period) — 1704-1918, 
by the Germans (the German occupation) — March 4th, 
1918 — Nov. 28th, 1918, by the Bolshevists (the third 
Russian period) — Nov. 28th, 1918 — January 19th, 
1919, and after that the Estonians began to rule over 
Narva. The Estonians are the oldest Inhabitants on both 
banks of the Narva river, where the town of Narva 
is now situated. 

Ms we see Narva has been under seven hands at dif¬ 
ferent times and every ruler In Narva had left traces 
during his rule here, therefore the historical town of 
Narva is very interesting for tourists and travellers, who 
can find In the archives of this town many historical 
and extremely interesting documents, pamphlets, and 
other Important papers, which will attract everybody who 
ks interested In history. 

On August 6th, 1890 these archives were visited by 
Alexander 111., tsar of Russia and William M., emperor 
of Germany, who Is now ex-Emperor and lives at Doom, 
In Holland. Accompanying them was also the Russian 
Crown Prince Nldiolas, eldest son and successor of

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Alexander III., later tsar of Russia. In the archives the 
Russian tsar Alexander 111. was Interested In an old, 
thick book, and he turned to M. Tsvetalev, who was 
at that time the assistant of the mayor of Narva. "In 
what language Is this thick book printed? 4 *, asked the 
tsar. Where upon M. Tsvetalev promptly answered: 
"In Swedish, your E. H." After that the tsar examined 
this thick book without opening it and found that this 
book was a Bible, which was written not In Swedish 
but In Old German. The tsar was still more Interested 
in It. In the presence of the emperor William 11. he 
shut his eyes in order to find his fortune... and than 
he opened the Bible and put his finger on a page of 
this Bible, when he opened his eyes he could read the 
following: "I will destroy man whom 1 have created 
from the face of the ground; both man, and beast, 
creeping animal, and fowl of the air; for it repenteth 
me that 1 have made them .. .* The tsar was extremely 
astonished, and a few minutes later he said: "1 see 
here is also an exact plan of the flood, and I think 
this book Is composed by a very good author." William 
II., the emperor of Germany and M. Ed. Dieckhoff heard 
it. Perhaps the ex-Emperor will remember it at present! 
M. Ed. Diechhoff who lives at Narva, is now the keeper 
of the town-archives. 

Now everyone can look at that historical Bible and 
see the same place where the Russian tsar had put his 
finger and found the great flood. 

At Narva there sojourned many times the world known 
king of Sweden, Charles XII. and Peter the Great, tsar 
of Russia. Gustavus II. Adolphus, the king of Sweden 
visited Narva once. 

Narva possesses two beatiful fortresses. The fortress 
of Hermann Is built on the left and the fortress of Jaanl- 
Ilnn (Ivangorod) is built on the right bank of the river 
Narva. These fortresses are still kept in good order and 
by far surpass many other fortresses In Europe. The 
fortress of Jaanillnn (Ivangorod) was erected by Ivan III. 
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in 1492, but the year of the ^erection of the Hermann 
fortress is unknown; the tower of this fortress is said 
to have been erected in 1535 — 1549. 
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In 1682 and ihe following years (the period of the 
Golden Time) these Iwo fortresses were rebuilt by the 
Swedes, and at that time these fortresses were divided 
Into 9 bastions: Gloria, Honor. Victoria, Pax, Justitla, Spes, 
Fortuna, Triumph and Fama. These bastions are still 
io be seen. 
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The old Portal of Narva. 
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The most important buildings are: the town hall, 
erected by the king of Sweden, Charles XI. in 1671. the 
cathedral, erected at the beginning of the 14th century, 
many old houses in Rahu, Suur, Ruutll str. with their 
famous portals. The dates of the erection of these por¬ 
tals are as follows 1653, 1666, 1760, eic. The cathedral 
and the town hall contain many interesting antiquities. 
There are in Narva two museums: the museum of Peter 
the Great and the town museum. Those who visit these 
two museums of Narva can see some of those wonder¬ 
ful friezes of many countries, which show in a 
series of pictures the life of heroes and the everyday 
deeds of the people. Several manufactories utilize the 
walerfall of Narva. The Kraehnholm (Kreenholm) Manu¬ 
facturing Co., Ud. (Spinning and Weaving Mills), founded 
In 1858, the Narva Cloth Manufactory formerly Cloth- 
Mill Baron R. L. Stieglliz, established in 1847 and The 
Narva Flax Manufactory Ltd. formerly Flax Milles Baron 
R. L. Stieglitz, established In 1851 are known all over 
the world; they produce very fine articles for export. 
The mighty waterfall of Narva and the Russian Border 
are also of great interest. Under the town of Narva there 
are many underground passages. It Is said that in these 
underground places there are many treasures left from 
Ihe old wars! In Narva and around it there are many 
interesting battlefields, where the Russians had suffered 
a terrible defeat at the hands of Charles XII. of Sweden. 

The Battle of Narva. 

On the 6lh of October Charles XII. readied P3rnu, 
with the intention of first relieving Riga, but, hearing 
that Narva was in great straits, he decided to turn north¬ 
wards agalns the Russian tsar. Then king Charles XII. 
set out for Narva on the 13th of November against the 
advice of ail his generals, who feared the effect on 
unexperienced troops of a week’s march through a 
wasted land, along boggy roads guarded by no fewer 
than three formidable passes which a little engineering

skill could easily have made Impregnable. Fortunately, 
Ihe two first passes were unoccupied; and the third, 
PflhajOgl, was captured by Charles, who with 400 horse¬ 
men put 6000 Russian cavalery to flight. On the 19th 
of November the little army reached Lagena, a estate 



about 9 m from Narva, whence It signalled its approach 
to the beleaguered fortress, and ea T ly on the following 
morning it advanced in battle array. The attack on the 
Russian fortified camp began at Iwo o’clock in the after¬ 
noon, In the midst of a violent snowstorm; and at 8 
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o’clock In the evening the whole position was In the 
hands of the Swedes: the Russian army was annihilated. 
The Swedes arrested only the Russian officers of high 
rank, and tens of thousands of other soldiers the king 
was permitted to go to Russia over the river of Narva, 
but when the Russians wanted to take with them their 
guns t then the mighty king said: *De 3 ro re- 
dan bakom var rugg“ (They are behind us). 

Here the mighty king, Charles XII., conduced the 
operations wllh both military skill and political ebilily. 

Narva-Joesuu (Hungerburg). 

Narva-Jflesuu is the most beautiful seaside resort in 
Estonia. It Is finely situated on the shore of the Gulf of 
Finland (Baltic Sea), 15 kilometres from the historical 
town of Narva. Rt the same time this seaside resort lies 
at the mouth of the river Narva, which encloses It on 
the east, the town of Narva Is on the south of it, Merl- 
kQIb and other smaller resorts come close to Narva- 
Joesuu on Its western side, and the beautiful Baltic Sea 
extends on Its north. 

Narva-Jdesuu Is very rich in lovely surroundings, it 
4s l/ideed the finest resort and holiday centre in Estonia. 
4ts wide sandy beach is unique not only In Estonia, but 
may be In the whole of Europe. Not a seaside resort in 
Europe can boast of such a perfect beach. It Is about 
200 metres In width and nearly 10 kilometres in length, 
and Is covered with fine clean yellow-while sand which 
makes the shore nearly as hard as a parqueted floor. 
One can walk for hours on that even beach along the 
sea and enjoy the fine views without the least fatigue. 

Bathing In the cool sea water during the warm sum¬ 
mer months is truly delightful, for the bathing ground 
is free of pebbles, stones, and slopes gradually. There 
are no sharks In the sea and bathing Is absolutely safe 
at all times. It is true to say that such a beach with its 
tnvigorating sea-breeze Is a most suitable place for tou¬ 
rists and holiday-seekers to rest on It and to lie for

ample opportunity to Indulge 
are boats and yachts to be hire 
at the bank of the river.

A fine park adds to the beauty of Narva-Joesuu. In 
some parts of it there are sunny-green lawns, while the 
other parts are called 'dark 1 ', as they have more shade. 
(Hear the pond there Is a band-stand where the band 
plays. Ardent tennisplayers will soon discover tennis- 
courts in that park as well as a tennis-club not very far 
from the park. Quite near the resort there are extensive 
forests of fir which fill the air wilh life-giving ozone 
and quickly biing back the red healthy colour to the 
pale cheeks of sickly people. 

From Narva-Jdesuu visitors can make trips in the 
direction of every quarter of the compass: they can enjoy 
the fine views of other resorts in the neighbourhood, 
of Ihe forests of Tdrvala, or go out rowing and yachting 
far In the open sea; they can easily reach the Russian 
frontier or visit Ihe historical Swedish battlefields and 
old town of Narva; ihe favourite boating and picnic 
excursion Is to go up the Rossoni river to the lake of 
"Vaikne Jarv“, which Is charmingly situated. Narva-Jfte- 
suu has now about 550 summer-houses or villas. About 
10,000 visitors could find place In them. During the last 
years Narva-J6esuu accommodated about 4—5,000 visitors, 
their number Increasing every year. During the Revoluton 
and In the following War of Independence a great many 
houses were destroyed and the whole resort greatly suf¬ 
fered from it, but now the houses are rebuilt and repaired. 

The largest building of Narva-JSesuu is Casino (kuur- 
seal) — In the centre of the resort. It contains 60 rooms 
and has a large verandah and a big hall for dancing 
parlies to be arranged in It. There is also a separate 
building for theatrical performances. One of the finest 
villas is "Villa Caprlcclo". Besides, there Is a considerable 
number of lodging- and boarding-houses, where visitors 
can be accommodated, fit Narva-J&esuu there are also 
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2 'Hydros 41 (Hydropathic establishments) which have 
successfully worked up to that time. Many visitors get 
back their vigour and health lost In the routine of dally 
business life or social duties. 

Many people gather to listen to the music every day 
when the military band plays on the seashore or In the 
park. Besides, some smaller bands attract people to the 
Casino and boarding-houses. 

It must be said that, in spite of all this, life Is 
extremely cheap at Narva-JSesuu. its life-minimum Is 
75 crowns a month. 

The average temperature of water is about + 10,5° 
Celsius in June, +14,4° Cels, in July and +14° Cels. In 
August. The highest temperature is +19 Cels. 

The average daily temperature in summer Is about 
+16,1° Cels. The warmest month Is July (+17,4° Cels.), 
then August (+16,3° Cels.), June has +14,4° C. and Sep¬ 
tember +11,5° C. The season lasts from June 1-st up to 
October 1-st. 

Some other important health resorts in Ihe neighbour¬ 
hood of Narva and Narva'Jdesuu are: Merekilla, (Jtria, 
Kannuka, Slllamagi, Tolla, Oru. Toolse, Rutja Kare- 
pea. Valnupea, Eisma, V6su, Kasmu. There are some 
other places In the vicinity that are worth seeing, as 
Puhajarv, the cloister of Ptihtitsa, the oil shale works of 
Kohilo, lisaku and the shores of Lake Peipsi. 


Tallinn. 

Tallinn (Reval) is the capital of the republic of Estonia. 
It is situated in a bay on the S. coast of the Gulf of 
Finland. Pop. 133,000. 

The city consists of two parts — the M Dom“, which 
occupies a hill, and the lower town on the beach. The 
“Dorn" contains the castle (first built in ihe 13th century, 
rebuilt In 1772). The church of St Nicholas, built in 1317, 
contains many antiquities of the Roman Catholic times 
and old German paintings. The .Dom 11 church contains 
many Interesting shields, and also the graves of the 
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circ jmnavigator Baron A. J. von Krusenstein, of the 
Swedish warriors Pontus de la Gardle (d. 1585) and Carl 
Horn (d. 1601), and of the Bohemian Protestant leader 
Count Matthias von Thurn (d. 1640). The church of St 
Olev, frst erected in 1240, but often rebuilt, till it was 
completed in 1840 In the Gothic style; It has a bell tower 
456 ft. high. The museum contains many articles of 
antiquities, A very nice Park Is at Katharlnenthal In 
summer the pleasant situation of this town attracts 
thousands of people for seabathing at Pirita. 

The high Silurian crag now known as “Dom - was 
formerly occupied by an Estonian fort, Lindanisa, and 
1219 the Danish king Valdemar II. erected a strong 
castle here and founded the first church. 

Tartu. 

Tartu (Yuriev, Dorpat), situated on the Ema river. 
Pop. 67,000. The principal part of the town lies S. of the 
river, and the more important buildings are clustered 
round the two eminences known as the Toompea and 
the Schlossberg, which In the middle ages were occupied 
by the citadel, the cathedral and the episcopal palace. 
Owing to a great fire in 1777, the town is almost entirely 
modern; and Its fortifications have been transformed 
Into promenades. Tartu possesses ah old university, with 
an observatory, an art museum, a botanic garden, and 
a library of many hundred thousand volumes, which 
are housed In a restored portion of the cathedral, burned 
down In 1624. The university was founded by Gustavus 
Adolphus of Sweden in 1632. Near the town there Is an 
Estonian national museum, which shows In a series of 
articles the life of the Estonian people. 

The foundation of Tartu Is ascribed to Yaroslav, prince 
of Kiev, and is dated 1030. 

Parnu. 

PSrnu (Pernau) Is a seaport and a very fine seaside 
resort. It stands on the left bank of the P3mu river. 
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which about half a mile farther down enters the Bay of 
P&rnu, the northern arm of the Gulf of Riga. Pop. 22,000. 
The harbour Is usually free from Ice from the end of 
April to the middle of January. The town was founded 
on the right side of the river in 1255 by one of the 
bishops of Odsel, Parnu soon became a flourishing 
place. In the 16ih century it was occupied in succession 
by the Swedes, the Poles and Teutonic knights. After 
1599 the Poles transferred the town to the left side of 
the rlvei; and In 1642 the Swedes, who had held its pos¬ 
sesion since 1617, strengthened It with regular fortifi¬ 
cations. The fortress is now demolished. 

Haapsalu. 

Haapsalu (Hapsal) is a seaport and a very fine sea¬ 
side resort. Haapsalu is the oldest watering place in 
Estonia. On June 28, 1925 Haapsalu celebrated its 100 y. 
anniversary as seaside resort. The first mud bath was 
erected by the Swedish earl Magnus de la Gardie In 
1825. it was called “Kaiserort** because Peter the Great 
landed here in 1715. Later on many other mud baths 
were founded. Many Russian tsars and princes and 
princesses of the Russian empirial family had taken 
mud baths at Haapsalu. 

Kuresaare. 

Kuresaare stands on the island of Saaremaa In the 
Baltic, which forming with Worms, Muhu and Runo, and 
lying across the mouth of ihe Gulf of Riga. In length it 
is 45 m., and has an area of 1010 sq. m. The coast are 
bold and steep, and especially twards the north and 
west, they form precipitous limestone cliff. 

Kuresaare is well know by its mud baths. 

In 1227 this Island was conquered by the knights 
of Ihe Sword, and was governed by its own bishops till 
1561, when It passed Into the hands of the Danes. By 
them it was surrendered to the Swedes by the peace 
treaty of Bromsebro (1645). 
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Rakvere, Paldiskl, Viljandi, Paide, Voru, Valk, Petserl 
and other towns and places of Estonia are also Inte¬ 
resting for tourists and holiday-seekers. 


Estonia (Eesti). 

E STONIA an Independent Baltic republic, was founded 
In 1918, its area is 16,955 sq. m. and the population 
(1922), 1,107,059, It is bounded on the north by ihe 
Gulf of Finland; on the west by the Baltic Sea; on the 
south by Latvia; and on the east by Soviet Russia. The 
republic comprises the former Russian government of 
Estland. 


Constitution. 

The constitution adopted by the Constituent Assembly 
on June 15 1920, provides for a republican government, 
with parliament (rilgikogu), consisting of 100 members 
elected by universial and secret voting on the proportional 
representation system. 

Political History. 

Acting on the proposal of the Union of Estonian 
organisations, the Russian provisional government, 
formed on March 12 1917, ruled that the northern districts 
of the Gubernia of Livonia and of Estonia should become 
one State and be given a democratic local self-govern¬ 
ment Since the revolution of 1905 Estonia had been 
working for autonomy. Then the Russian provisional 
government of 1917 had declared this could only be 
granted by the All-Russian Constiluent Assembly. When, 
therefore, the Estonian Diet met at Tallinn on July 14 
1917, Its first task was to prepare a Bill for this purpose. 

The Bolshevlc coup d' 6tat changed the course of 
events. On the fall of the Russian provisional govern- 
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men! the Estonian Diet, on Nov. 15 r declared Its complete 
local independence. The Bolsheviks, however, dissolved 
the Diet; and although national regiments, amounting 
finally to a division, had been formed during ihe 
revolution, the fact that Tallin was now being used by 
the Russian army as its sea base, and lay exposed to 
fire from Russian ships, made It expedient to avoid 
conflict. The Baltic Barons of Estonia had meanwhile 
appealed to Germany for military assistance. Taking 
their stand on the Treaty of Nystad (1721), they declared 
themselves the authorised representatives of the country, 
and on Dec. 12 1917 formally broke away from Russia, 
and invoked the aid of German troops. In accordance 
with Germany’s request the barons approached the 
Estonian Diet with the object of securing a joint appeal 
to Germany; but the Diet, well aware of their schemes 
for German colonitsation and compulsory denationali¬ 
sation of the country, decided, at the turn of the year 
1917 — 8, to separate from Russia, and at the same time 
to declare the Independence of Estonia. 

De Facto Recognition. 

The Estonians declared themselves independent on 
Feb. 24, 1918. 

The resolution of the Diet had been laid before the 
allied governments; favourable replies were received 
from France on March 1, 1918 and from Great Bri'ain 
on March 20, the de facto recognition of Estonia by 
Great Britain, France and Italy following on May 3, May 
13 and May 29 respectively. 
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The War of Independence. 

T HE War of Independence began without money and 
without weapons. Out of the cadres of the Estonian 
regiments of 1917 General J. Laldoner had begun 
to organise an Estonian army, while Capt. J Pitka 
cheated a marine force of volunteers and students, 
forming shock-battalions and Improvising armoured 
trains out of goods trucks. Assistance came first In the 
form of a loan amounting to 20,000,000 Finnish marks, 
a conslgument of arms and a body of over 2,000 volun¬ 
teers from Estonia’s neighbour and sister-nation, Fin¬ 
land On Dec. 12, 1918, a British fleet under Admiral 
Sinclair arrived at Tallinn, which brought over a supply 
of arms and took the Gulf of Finland under Its protecdon. 
Adm Sinclair also captured two Russfan destroyers and 
handed them over to Estonia Later, some hundreds of 
volunteers from Sweden and Denmark made their 
appearance- On Jan. 4, 1919, when the Bolshevists held 
half Estonia in their grips, their offensive was broken, 
and by the beginning of Feb. the whole country was 
freed from the enemy. 

Throughout the spring, from Feb. till May, Bolshevik 
attacks continued. In May, however, the Estonians took 
the offensive and broke through the Bolshevik front, 
carrying operations over Into Russian territory. The 
Northern Corps of the Russian White Army under Gen 
Rodzlanko, which had retired into Estonia from Pskov, 
now occupied Yamburg, the Estonians taking Pskov. 


Peace with Russia. 

On Dec. 5, 1919, peace negotiations were opened 
between Estonia and Russia at Tartu. In order to make 
their demands more Impressive, the Russians concentrated 
their VII. and XV. Armies, upwards of 40,(XX) men, on 
the banks of the Narva and threatened Narva. An 
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arm'stice was declared on Dec 31, and peace was 
concluded on Feb. 2, 1920. 

Dec. 1st, 1924. 

Estonian Communists have their headquarters In 
Russia, and secret agents In Estonia, At Tallinn, a 
"putsch* was attempted early In the morning of Dec. 
1, 1924. About 300 conspirators, formed Into “shock 
troops made a sudden and simultaneous attack on the 
government and military Institutions. The result of this 
revolutionary outburst was the closing of all Communist 
organisations. 


J. Laidoner. 

Johan Laidoner, a famous Estonian soldier. At the 
beginning of the War of Independence, (1918—9) Gen. 
Laidoner was appointed commander-ln-chief of the 
Estonian Army; at the same time he became by 
arrangement leader of the Russian Northern Army. He 
conducted the operations with both military skill and 
political ability. At the conclusion of the War he left the 
army and entered into politics. In 1925 he presided over 
the League of Nations Commission oppointed to inquire 
Into the Mosul frontier dispute between Great Britain 

and Turkey 


Population. 

According to the census of 1922, Estonia’s population 
of 1,107,059 included 87' 7°/ 0 Estonians, 8* 2% Russians, 
1* 7°/ 0 Germans, 0* 7°/ 0 Swedes, 0 4°/ 0 Jews. The rights 
of minority nationalities were laid down by the Con- 
stltuend Assembly, and on Feb. 5, 1925 a special Act 
was passed which granted national and cultural autonomy 
to all minority nationalities.

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communications. 

S TEAMSHIP companies maintain a regular service 
between Tallinn and Helsinki, Stockholm 'and 
Stettin. 

Steamers leave Tallinn for Helsinki 4—5 times a 
week during summer, and twice a week during winter. 

There Is also communication by air between Tallinn 
and Helsin»<l all the year round, as well as to Stockholm 
via Helsinki. A steamship company operates a weekly 
service between Tallinn and Stockholm, the voyage lasts 
about 18 hours. 

In winter when Ice hinders communication by sea 
with Stockholm, — Tallinn is reached from Stockholm 
via Helsinki—Abo, regular ship communication is 
maintained between Abo and Stockholm, steamers plying 
every day except on Sunday. 

In summer steamers leave Tallinn for Stettin three 
times a week and twice a week during winter; the voyage 
lasts about IV 2 days and 2 nights. 

Steamers leave Tallinn for London every fortnight on 
Saturdays/ 

Express train leaves Tallinn for Riga at 20 30 every 
day and arrives at Riga at 8 40 next morning, Riga is 
connected with two railway lines that run to Berlin, 
Warsaw, Vienna, Rome, etc.
